¥orged court orders have enabled an 
edtimated $130,000 in public funds to be 
withdrawn by a Collinsville attorney for 
his personal use, sources said this 
week. No charges have been filed. 

Apparently learning of the names of 
truck drivers arrested at the Interstate 
70 weighing station near Collinsville, 
the lawyer utilized a photo-copying 
method to create official-looking Third 
Judicial Circuit ‘‘documents’’ 
dismissing arrest charges and refun- 
ding forfeited cash bonds. 

In order after order on file at the 
Madison County Courthouse, clerical 
personnel were informed that specific 
overweight truck allegations had been 
“dismissed with prejudice; bond or- 
dered refunded to defendant and for- 
warded to his attorney.” 


Investigators have exonerated a 
number of officials whose photo-copied 
signatures appear on the bogus orders. 

It is said that a judge who came 
across an “‘order"’ he had never seen or 
signed, but which contained his 
signature, became alarmed and alerted 
authorities that fraud. was being 
committed. 

‘Those cleared include circuit judges, 
associate judges and assistant state’s 
attorneys. Trucking companies and 
transport truck drivers also have been 
cleared, it was learned. 

Refund checks, many totaling as 
much as $1,200, were made out to be 
cashed by the individual defendants 
and then were handed or mailed to 
“their attorney." 

The scheme involved not only forgery 
of court orders but also the signing of 
truck drivers’ names to refund

checks—without them being aware that 
their cases had been “dismissed.” 

Those looking into the forgeries in- 
clude staff members of the Illinois 
Division of Criminal Investigation. 

‘When the study has progressed 
further, material reviewed by State’s 
Attorney Don W. Weber will be 
presented to a Madison County grand 
jury for possible indictments. 

The suspected lawyer is said to be 
politically active. He holds no elective 
office but does serve in an appointive 
counseling position as well as con- 
ducting a private law practice. 

His name appears on so many court 
records that presumably the only 
defense he might be able to attempt is 
that his signatures, too, were photo- 
copied. 

However, witnesses’ statements are 
being obtained regarding who appeared 


at the Courthouse to transact matters 
involving fake court orders. 

Weber said this week that grand jury 
action is possible in July. He cautioned 
against excessive advance publicity 
about the prosecution. 

The amount of a fine, said to 
sometimes total $5,000 to $7,000 but 
usually in the range of $1,000 to $1,200, 
depends directly on the extent to which 
vehicles exceed legal weight limits

Loss of power in both engines 
which caused the crash of Attorney 
Morris Chapman's private airplane 
near Greenville, Ill., Monday night 
hasn't discouraged his love for 
flying, but it “hasn't increased it 
any,” according to Chapman.

They landed at Greenville Airfield 
without incident, but when they took 
off again to return to Granite Cily 
about 8:30 p.m., trouble started. 
Tucker was flying the plane, owned 
by Chapman, and Roderick and 
Chapman ‘were passengers, 
authorities said 

According to Chapman, ‘We were 
climbing out (from the takeoff) 
when the first motor went out. We 
threw it onto the auxiliary (fuel) 
tank in an attempt to restart it, but it 
wouldn't restart,”’ he noted. 

Still no need for panic, Chapman 
indicated, saying he has had to fly 
that plane on one engine several

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deliveries beyond their normally- 
scheduled arrival dates at various 
‘destinations. 

Such cooperation is customary. 
-"We've never lost a dime from it,” an 
informed person told the Press-Record 
‘this week, adding ‘until now, that is.”” 

‘Truck owners retain the right to 
challenge the cases before bond for- 
feiture occurs. Occasionally this is 
done, usually in the form of questioning 
.the accuracy of state-operated truck 
-weighing mechanisms. 

Dismissals in a few instances are 
considered to be valid, because of 
genuine doubt about whether a vehicle 
had too heavy a load. 

“It’s pretty tough to beat a gross 
weight, but sometimes there may be 
‘special reasons why a tandem weight or 
‘axle weight appeared to be excessive,” 
A source told the Press-Record. 

An Illinois State Police review of 
Madison County dismissals, aided by 
computer-related trend detection 

ocedures, is said to have helped 
“blow the whistle” on the immense 
volume of monetary “‘refunds.”” 

In bonafide challenges of arrests—in 
contrast to the fraudulent use of photo- 
copied signatures—contentions may 
involve the adequacy and accuracy of 
the scale itself and assertions that load 
shifting may have given the impression 
that one area of a trailer was heavier 
than it actually was. 

‘One presumed court order with which 
the Press-Record is familiar has a 
recorded date in mid-November 1980. 

Plaintiff is ‘‘the people of the state of 
Hlinois” and the defendant is a truck 
driver. 

‘The pattern of wording. is typical of 
many records in court files: ‘Defen- 
dant’s motion to dismiss comes on for 
hearing and the court, having heard 
arguments of counsel and being 
otherwise fully informed in the 
premises, finds that said motion is well 
taken and should be allowed. 

“Jt therefore is ordered that this case 
be and the same hereby is dismissed 
with prejudice; bond ordered refunded 
to defendant and forwarded to his at- 
torney.""

The pit scale is said to have an error 
of 220 pounds, and the remarks include 
a statement that “this scale is not 
within state tolerance." 

The inspection is said to have taken 
place in September 1980. 

Circuit Clerk Willard V. Portell said 
this week that originals may be lacking 
in some files, contrary to established 
procedure. For this reason, false 
signatures on photo-copies were not 
obvious forgeries.

In this manner, the bogus documents 
were made to appear “routine and 
ordinary.” But the exact sequence of 
the wording is seen as giving some 
basis for suspicion, along with the large 
amount of money that was being 
refunded. 

Some reports indicate that the grand 
total of missing funds may exceed 
$130,000 by a big margin. 

‘The fraud is said to have occurred 
over a span of 14 to 20 months and 
possibly much longer 

It is being emphasized that the fake 
dismissal orders were drawn up and 
implemented before cases reached 
prosecutors or the courts, preventing 
judges or assistant state's attorneys 
from learning of and thwarting what 
was happening. 

Al least two persons are thought to 
have had some involvement, either 
knowingly or unwittingly—a defense 
counsel and someone with access to 
highway arrest records. 

One report is that the attorney shared 
proceeds with a trucking firm. But 
another theory is that this was merely a 
paper transaction and that no com- 
panies received refunds from bogus 
dismissals.

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policy would be the only way to correct 
the situation, he commented. 

“Somewhere along the line you've got 
to stop the guy taking the long 
weekend,” said Schuler, allowing that, 
perhaps, some allowances could be 
made to cover an employee with a 
serious illness. 

‘The mayor told the aldermen that 
sick leave abuse has become an ex- 
pense toa city that has no extra funds to 
spend. 

Alderman Walter Milton, Sixth Ward, 
said the type of abuse the city is facing 
now comes from the “guy with a runny 
nose or the hangover” who fails to 
report to work in those kinds of 
situations. Milton cited permissive 
management for allowing abuses 
within the present system to continue. 

‘The existing policy, which Fisk said 
has not always been followed, allows 
three consecutive days of absences for 
illness before requiring a doctor’s 
written statement. Under the policy, 
any employee fraudulently taking sick 
leave can be suspended or discharged. 

Tremendous abuses of the sick leave 
policy have gone on within the city in 
the past, according to Fisk, who said 
any of the four policy alternatives, 
including the bonus plan, could save the 
city money. 


He said he favors the policy of 
allowing up to three unexcused ab- 
sences in a single year and thinks the 
clause which forfeits an employee’s 
sick leave the following year if any days 
are used would act as a safety catch 
against the days being taken as floating 
holidays. 


Alderman Sam Whitmer, Second 
Ward, said that regardless of the policy 
to be established, it should present 
clear cut guidelines for employees to 
follow. 

“Whatever we do, we better make it 
firm,” the alderman said.

He objected to city employees who 
have used sick leave days to keep ap- 
pointments with doctors or dentists. He 
said the current sick leave is not in- 
tended to cover such business. 


Alderman Casmer Skubish called the 
city’s sick leave policy a liberal plan 
and said he would vote against any 
attempt to give employees a ‘“‘bonus”’ 
for any taking sick leave days.

If the steel company is granted the 
permit, and air monitors in the future 
record decreases in air pollution here, 
the company could permanently be 
excused from controlling emissions at 
the cast house. 

Douglas asked the IEPA officials 
why, within a year of their own cast 
house compliance order, they are 
considering allowing the company to 
abandon that plan and present its own 
revised program, which omits the cast 
house. 

Both the attorney and the en- 
vironmental group cited Granite City's 
current status as a state area where 
compliance with standard air pollution 
control standards is not attainable 

The environmental group cited 
suspended particulates characteristic 
of the cast house as contributing to lung 
cancer and other respiratory diseases, 
according to the the Safety and Health 
Department of the United Steelworkers 
of America 

Douglas also suggested a serious 
health hazard could be posed by 
unregulated cast house emissions. 

According to Dr. Manda, the steel 
company has, for several years, been 
involved in a search for a means to 
properly control cast house emissions. 

“The alternate system of control 
which Granite City Steel proposes in 
place of applying emission controls to 
the cast house involves the paving of 
approximately 1.6 miles of unpaved 
roads and the large 10-acre parking 
facility known as the Nash Steel Lot, 
located between 20th and 21st streets,’ 
Manda saill.

quantity of cast house emissions which 
contain a larger percentage of fine 
particles,” states the IEPA report. 

Dr. Manda called the IEPA par- 
ticulate level comparisons merely 
scientific estimates. 

Mayor Schuler said at the hearing he 
is vitally concerned with the particulate 
matter level and urged the IEPA to 
grant the trade-off after being informed 
by city engineers that the plan 
promises to more effectively control 
particulates coming from the steel 
plant 

Douglas, however, suggested that the 
only residentslikely to benefit from the 
dust exchange would be those residing 
nearest the plant. Douglas said other 
sections of the city, located a greater 
distance from the plant, could be more 
adversely affected from the pollution 
coming from the higher cast house 
emission point, which would no longer 
have to be controlled. 

According to Granite City Steel's air 
monitoring model studies submitted to 
the IEPA, a reduction in road and dust 
particulates would equal a reduction in 
high pollution reports at city recording 
stations. Douglas contended that 
evaluation does not seem to agree with 
IEPA’s own 1980 Granite City 
suspended particulate analysis report. 
The attorney submitted the document 
as part of the hearing.

Steiner of a Madison citizen group has 
been notified. 

Executive vice-president of the 
Decatur-based, state-regulated elec- 
tricity and natural gas ulility, Wells 
said IP's ability to meet Illinoisans’ fuel 
requirements hinges on two factors: 

1. Completion by 1984 of its 900- 
megawatt nuclear-powered electric 
generating plant at Clinton. 

2. Illinois Commerce Commission 
(ICC) approval of requests for higher 
power and gas rates. 

Public hearings on the proposed rates 
are set for 6:30 p.m. July 8 at the East 
St. Louis center of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville and 6:30 
p.m, July 23 at the Belleville City Hall. 

The ICC scheduled the hearings after 
receiving requests from city, township 
and county officials. Rate boosts also 
are being contested by some industries 
and by the Illinois attorney general, 
Wells acknowledged. 

Through its 13 semi-autonomous 
service areas, Illinois Power for many 
years has emphasized local contact and 
decision-making, he said, adding that 
centralization is growing because of 
such factors as IP's yearly borrowing 
of $300 million to $400 million and the 
more than $2 billion price tag on new 
atom power plants. 

Complex economics are an integral 
part of investment capital and 
operating budgets, and the frequently- 
held utility cost hearings involve 
literally thousands of figure-filled 
pages of testimony and evidence: 
despite the complexity, all of IP's books 
are open and there are no hidden 
elements in the rate structures, the club 
was told. 

The speaker analyzed IP's 
principal products as follows 

NATURAL GAS—Following a short 
supply in the 1950s, gas was easily 
available in the 1960s, only to see 
another curtailment take effect through 
<most of the 1970s. 

Gas prices were controlled and 
generally were only one-third of actual 
value. 

Supplies are more available now 
following partial deregulation, which 
stimulated exploration and prompted 
conservation by gas users. 

Federal law calls for full 
deregulation by 1985. Some U.S. of- 
ficials want an earlier target date, but 
IP thinks a speed-up would create too 
heavy a cost burden on the public. 

There are some forecasts that gas 
rates eventually will quadruple but IP 
thinks they will, at the most, double. 
Assuming that inflation will be 
moderate, the gas price rise may be 
only about 15 percent yearly, it was 
asserted. 

IP and other utilities should have 
pushed for more realistic gas prices 15 
years ago, hindsight tells them, since 


two 


construction decisions by many 
customers. 

Tall office buildings were erected, 
many with poor insulation and inef- 
ficient heating and cooling systems. 

These were logical at the time 
because fuel was cheaper than the cost 
of designing and building offices dif- 
ferently. But the low gas prices, still 
well below most competing fuels, 
distorted planning of facilities. 

ELECTRICITY—The question In 
many people's minds is: Why build 
costly power plants which are not 
needed at present and may not be 
needed ever? 

Although there is no simple answer, 
electric .ytilities are trying to become 
more flexible and adaptable. 

They are providing less power- 
producing capacity than may be wise, 
and “hedging their bet" by preparing 
themselves so that new power plants 
could be built in perhaps two or three 
years after the need for them 
developed. 

“We're retaining sites for coal and 
nuclear plants, getting them licensed 
environmentally, and keeping the 
licensing up-to-date,” Wells com- 
mented. 

“We are financially healthy and 
efficient, and need to remain that way 
so that borrowing can be accomplished 
without excessive cost. 

“Our Standard & Poor rating has 
slipped from AA to AA- and we are well 
aware of how Commonwealth Edison 
gradually changed from AAA to AAand 
‘A and then BBB, costing that utility a 
half-percent interest and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars when financing 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 


“Rate increases must be approved 
here and elsewhere or there are going 
to be power shortages by the mid-1980s. 

“We agree that the U.S. Department 
of Energy should be eliminated as a 
way of saving governmental costs. 

“We agree with the department’ 
estimate that electric companies 
should strive for reserve capacity 20 
percent beyond their current load. Our 
Clinton plant will temporarily give us 35 
percent excess capacity but that will 
decrease rapidly, since we have no 
additional new plants under con- 
struction. 

“For many years, generating 
capacity was rising 7 percent nationally 
while the gross national product was 
increasing 3 or 3% percent a year. 


“With less inflation, greater con- 
servation and more efficient use of 
electricity, we are estimating a need to 
increase capacity by 2.5 to 2.8 percent @ 
year from now into the 1990s, in con- 
trast to the historic 7 percent growth, 

“The Energy Department worries 
that utilities may be simply trying. to 
avoid expensive construction ‘and 
reduce the burden on_ their 
stockholders. I don’t know if that’s what 
is happening. 

“I do know that, while we foresee 
further improvement in fuel con-

Justice fast, 
not hunger 
striking 
To the Editor: 

It is strange, considering 
all the talk lately about 
religion, morals, prayer in 
the schools and other so- 
called religious issues, that 
no one seems able to com- 
prehend the serious spiritual 
discipline of fasting. 

All seem ready to condem 
the fasters in Springfield as 
hunger strikers. There is no 
comparison. Hunger strikers 
are usually persons with no 
control over their daily lives, 
such as prisoners who have 
only their basic bodily 
functions left to their control. 
Thus, a hunger strike is 
perhaps their only means of 
protest. 

A fast is not a hunger 
strike. It is a spiritual 
exercise, as is prayer 
Fasting was the method used 
by Esther and her people to 
strengthen her as she 
besought God for a miracle. 
The miracle occurred and 
the people of Israel were 
spared. 

‘The first act of Jesus 
Christ’s ministry was a fast 
for 40 days and nights in the 
wilderness. St. Paul fasted 
often. The Biblical book of 
Isaiah describes an ac- 
ceptable fast to God as one 
“to undo the heavy burdens, 
to let the oppressed go free." 

It is appalling to discover 
the lack of knowledge about 
religious fasting. The history 
of religious people is a 
history of miracles which 
have come to those who gave 
what they had for the 
common good. 

David slew Goliath with a 
pebble. A small lunch fed 
5,000. Water became the best 
wine. Esther interceded for 
an entire nation. The Red 
Sea parted for a timely 
escape. Sarah bore a child in 
old age. The list goes on. 

Moving the Illinois 
Legislature may be 
somewhat more difficult, but 
we are the people who 
believe in these miracles. 

Where is our miracle faith 
in the journey for equal 
rights? It rests in our hearts, 
minds and bowels which long 
for justice for women, the 
justice that God calls us to 
seek perpetually in all forms 
of life and governance. 

‘The people who are fasting 
in Springfield have chosen to 
place themselves at risk in 
this serious spiritual 
discipline to demonstrate the 
depth of women’s hunger for 
justice. They are beseeching 
God for a miracle, praying 
that eyes will be opened, 
hardened hearts softened, 
stubborn pride set aside and 
that justice will prevail; 
indeed, that the Equal 
Rights Amendment will be 
ratified 

They have received the 
blessing and support of the 
Religious Committee for the 
ERA, a national 
organization of over 40 
denominations and faith 
groups. 

Because of the misin- 
formation given by Colleen 
Narvaez, perhaps we all 
need to read Article V of the 
U.S. Constitution which sets 
down the amending process. 
Wherever a supermajority is 
called for by the United 
States Constitution, it is 
clearly identified as such: 
Two-thirds of both Houses of 
Congress; three-fourths of 
the states. When a simple 
majority suffices, no 
specification is mentioned 
Our founders made it dif- 
ficult to amend the Con- 
stitution, but they did not 
intend for it to be imposible. 

Since the Constitution was 
adopted in 1789 (by majority 
votes in state legislatures), 
over 10,000 amendments 
have been proposed. Of 
these, only 33 have been 
ratified by both Houses of 
Congress and only 26 have 
become amendments to the 
Constitution. 

In the long struggle for the 
Equal Rights Amendment 
which began in 1923, the 
changing of the rules came 
late in the game. The current 
two-thirds rule in Illinois was 
adopted in 1979. Speaker of 
the House George Ryan has 
refused to adopt rules for the 
1981-82 session, blocking the 
adoption of a majority rule 
for ratification of amend- 
ments to the U.S. Con- 
stitution; rather he has ruled 
that the old rules be used, 
knowing that they require 
another supermajority to 
amend. 

Because of these 
machinations against justice 
and the American way, the 
Illinois Capitol has been 
chosen as th site of the Fast 
for Justice. It is time for the 
media to set the record 
straight. Enlighten the 
public, explain that a fast is 
not a hunger strike.

Adversity, disease does not stop 
GC resident with gradu 


College students are 
always proud, and perhaps, 
a bit relieved, on graduation 
day, but when Anna Stonum 
graduated June 6 from 
Chicago’s Mundelein 
Catholic College for Girls 
with a bachelor’s degree in 
art it was more than the 
average graduate’s pride 
that she and her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bob (Mary) 
Stonum, 4006 North St., felt. 

Miss Stonum is more than 
the average 22-year-old 
“‘fresh-out-of-college gra- 
duate” seeking a job ina big 
city. On nearly every count, 
her life is much more dif- 
ficult and certainly more 
frustrating. She suffers from 
a rare disease called 
Frederichs Ataxia, which 
attacks the brain cells that 
control coordination of the 
arms and legs. Since 1980, 
Miss Stonum has been 
confined to a wheelchair. 

On April 17, 1980, Miss 
Stonum underwent an 8% 
hour operation that took a 
team of 13 doctors to per- 
form. The doctors went 
through her side by 
removing a rib and 
dislocating a shoulder. Eye 
screws were put into her 
spine, which at the time had 
an 85 degree curvature 
causing severe internal 
pressure. Wire was placed 
through the screws to hold 
her spine rigid. Two weeks 
later, the surgeons went 
down the back of her spine 
and wired special metal rods 
on each side, It took them 5% 
hours to perform the second 
operation. 

While both operations 
were successful, the screws

and wires placed in her spine 
added about 17 pounds of 
weight to her body, which 
caused her to lose what 
mobility she had. Prior to the 
surgery, she had walked 
with braces on her legs and a 
walker. 

Doctors in Chicago are 
planning to fit her with 
braces and she should be 
able to use a walker again 
soon, said Mrs. Stonum. 

Her parents have been 
very supportive of her, but 
unfortunately were not able 
to attend their daughter’s 
college graduation 
ceremony. They were on 
their way to Chicago when 
her father suffered a stroke 
near Joliet. According to 
Mrs. Stonum, he is 
recuperating at __ St. 
Elizabeth's Medical Center

after doctors successfully 
completed surgery. 

Through all of this, Miss 
Stonum has_ remained 
cheerful and dedicated to her 
profession. She lives in a 
Chicago apartment with 
another young woman and 
has relatively few problems 
in the city. “‘She’s been up 
there five years now. She 
loves it,” Mrs. Stonum said. 

Interested in all aspects of 
art, Miss Stonum is busy 
searching for a job in the 
city. 

The Stonum's have some 
of their daughters work in 
their home, but she has 
painted some modern art- 
work “which I don’t un- 
derstand,” Mrs. Stonum said 
and laughed. 

In addition to her artwork, 
Miss Stonum keeps busy 
doing a bit of crusading. She 
went to Washington D.C. 
along with other han- 
dicapped people to protest 
the Reagan Administration's 
plans to cut social security 
and social security in- 
surance benefits for the 
diabled. 

In a letter to the Press- 
Record, the Stonum's 
thanked all those who sent 
cards of well wishes and 
encouragement to Anna. Mr 
Stonum wrote: ‘Parents are 
always proud of any of their 
children that graduate from 
high school and even more so 
from college, but my wife 
and I are extremely proud of 
our daughter, Anna, under 
her conditions.”” 

Indeed, Bob and Mary 
Stonum have special reasons 
to be more proud than most 
parents

“This legislation, passed 
163-0 by the House, June 18, 
will help lower the cost of 
compensation insurance by 
five to eight percentage 
points within a couple of 
months after it becomes 
fully effective in January 
1983," Gov. James R. 
‘Thompson said. 

“This comes only one week 
after Attorney General Ty 
Fahner and I announced that 
Illinois employers will save 
$80 million to $90 million 
through an_ out-of-court 
settlement on worker 
compensation rates. These 
two actions should amount to 
worker compensation rate 
reductions totaling up to 16 
percent by next year. 

“The legislature is to be 
congratulated for taking this 
action to significantly lower 
the cost of insurance for 
Illinois businesses while at 
the same time not affecting 
the benefits that workers 
injured on the job will be 
able to collect. 

“What we are telling 
business and labor through 
these actions is that Illinois 
is a good place to work and 
live. The measure passed the 
Senate with only one 
dissenting vote.

“anything,” Hudson said. 


While other computer 
languages can work on only 
a “very low level to specified 
tasks,’ Hudson’s system 
utilizes a ‘‘hierarchical 
pyramid’ of commands 
which can be built upon. 

“You're never dealing 
with more than a conceptual 
chunk at a time. Computer 
specialists say you can only 
comprehend about five 
seconds worth (or what can 
be read in: that span),” 
Hudson said. The more 
complicated a task becomes 
with a computer, the less a 
person is able to remember 
at once.

The ‘alphabet’ used is 
comparable to Basic or

Although Fast is First can 
be “applied to many, many 
computer systems,” Hudson 
has personally applied it 
only to physics in his 
research on gold fish cone 
cells, which are contained in 
the eye. 

“The cells are very small 
and difficult to measure. The 
images are very noisy-and 
recording them is a 
laborious technique." The 
idea, Hudson said, is to learn 
as much as possible about 
eyes. Eventually the in- 
formation could be applied to 
work with human eyes. 

Fast is First can be used 
with Apple and IBM personal 
computers, Hudson said. 

Hudson has also developed 
a system that uses a camera 
lens to take convert images 
into numerical represen- 
tation. This technique can be 
used with Apple and IBM 
personal computers, he said. 

“There are a number of 
reasons why one might want 
an image in a computer 
recorded in this form," 
Hudson said. 

The programmer can 
analyze information through 
the image system and make 
meaningful evaluations from 
the data. Plus, he said, the 
system is inexpensive, 
compared to present 
methods of transferring 
images into numerical 
representation. 

He compared the camera 
lens system’ to newspaper 
wire services which transmit 
photographs through a 
numerical code.

ICC hearing on energy 


The Governor's Office of 
Consumer Services filed 
testimony before the Illinois 
Commerce Commission 
recently, including — in- 
dependent recommendations 
on how best to deal with an 
excess capacity of energy by 
Central Illinois Public 
Service Company. 

The testimony was 
prepared by an outside 
consultant, Energy Con- 
sulting Group, which was 
retained by the Governor’s 
Office to conduct an in- 
dependent evaluation of the 
reserve margin of CIPS. 

“The question of who will 
pay for excessive generating 
capacity that Illinois’ 
utilities are building may be 
the most pressing regulatory 
question facing ratepayers 
and stockholders in the 
90's," GOCS Director Alvin 
K Gradys said. 
“Recognizing that CIPS’ 
pending rate request is the 
first maor case that rests on 
the questions of excess 
capcity and who should pay 
its costs, GOCS sought an 
outside consultant to find 
answers appropriate to 
Illinois.” 

Grandys said the 
testimony is being filed on 
behalf of GOCS’ client in this 
case, Southern Counties 
Action Movement, and is 
being co-sponsored by the 
Illinois Attorney General’s 
Office. 

The testimony concludes 
that all generating capacity 
associated with the Newton 
Tl power plant should be 


considered excess capacity 
for purposes of ratemaking 
Based upon this deter- 
mination, two alternative 
ratemaking policies were 
recommended for the 
Commission's consideration. 


The first recommendtion 
proposes that Newton IT be 
treated like a number of 
other potential energy ef- 
ficient generating facilities, 
known as Qualifying 
Facilities, wishing to sell 
energy and capacity to CIPS. 
As such, Newton II would not 
be included in CIPS’ rate 
base. 

The first alternative 
allows CIPS to recover 
Newton II costs in the same 
manner as nonregulated 
electricity producers are 
compensated by CIPS for 
energy and capacity sup- 
plied to their grid. 


The second recom- 
mendation allows CIPS to 
include Newton IT in its rate 
base but it disallows the 
common stock return and 
the taxes involved as 
allowable ratemaking ex- 

. The second alter- 
native would remain in place 
until CIPS markets the 
excess capacity to other 
utilities. 

“Both alternatives would 
provide clear market- 
oriented signals to CIPS’ 
management to eliminate 
the costs of excess capacity 
while reducing customer 
costs to levels more com- 
mensurate with customer 
benefits,” Grandys said. 


The Illinois Commerce 
Commission will hold a 
public hearing in Granite 
City July 28 on a request by 
Mlinois Power Co. for further 
hikes in electric and gas 
rates, William Steiner of the

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Fireworks are illegal 
ire marshal reminds 


Last year, at least one 
death is known to have been 
caused by fireworks in 
Ulinois. This identifiable 
fatality was caused by a 
home-made firecracker to a 
16-year-old Oak Park boy. 
Others were injured in the 
same incident. 

“Fireworks are illegal — 
and. they’re dangerous,” 
State Fire Marshal Jack H. 
Carter points out, “‘and such 
fireworks can cause fires 
and explosions, too."’ 

Carter estimates 
fireworks injure more than 
250. people in Illinois every 
Independence Day. Most 
casualties are caused to and 
by people who bought them 


illegally. 

“The law is a lot stricter 
than most people realize,” 
Carter said, “all fireworks, 
including firecrackers and 
Roman candles, are illegal 


in Mlinois without a permit 
for a public display. To get a 
permit, three adults must 
post $1000 bond, provide 
liability insurance protection 
and have local authorities 
inspect the site mbes the 
applicants will off the 
fireworks.” 

According to the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC), there 
has been an increase in the 
number of fireworks-related 
injuries during the national 
holiday “to an all-time high 
of 11,400 injuries in 1981. This 
even exceeded the 11,100 
injuries which occurred in 
the Bicentennial year when 
the use of fireworks was at 


its peak. 

In addition, CPSC points 
out, fires caused by 
fireworks increased y 17 
percent for the years 1977 to 
1980.

‘Lifeline’ offers more 
security for the elderly 


St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center now offers a personal 
emergency response system 
called Lifeline. 

‘The system consists of a 
easily-installed transmitter 
unit that connects to the 
telephone system in the 
subscriber's home. If 
assistance is needed, the 
disabled person presses the 
“help” button located on the 
unit itself or on a wireless 
device, about the size of a 
transistor radio, that can be 
clipped to a belt or carried in 
a pocket. 

The transmitter sends a 
signal to St. Elizabeth's 
where Medical Center 
personnel immediately call 
the subscriber back to find 
out what the problem is. 
Someone will then be sent to 
the subscriber's home to 
administer aid. 

If the subscriber is unable 


to answer the telephone, 
Medical Center personnel 
immediately call the sub- 
scriber back to find out what 
the problem is. Someone will

If the subscriber is unable

medical center that help has 
arrived. 

The home unit has an 
optional timing device that 
must be reset twice a day. If 
the subscriber is unable to 
reset it, the medical center is 
automatically alerted. The 
timing device can be turned 
off when the subscriber 
plans to be away from home. 

The Lifeline system was 
invented in 1976 by Dr. 
Andrew Dibner, a, Boston 
University professor and a 
specialist in gerontology and 
rehabilitation. Dr. Dibner 
was convinced that disabled 
and elderly people prefer to 
be independent. He believed 
that rapid telephone access 
to health care facilities 
would make it possible for 
more people to continue 
living at home, instead of 
being placed in nursing 
homes. 

‘According to the results of 
a three-year study of the 
Lifeline system, conducted 
by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, the 
program not only’ improves 
the quality of life for elderly 
persons, it also reduces the 
cost of long term care. For 
example, in one of the three 
target groups studied, it was 
found that a $1 investment in 
Lifeline was estimated to 
result in a net saving of more 
than $7 in long-term care 
costs.
